In the west school the average attendance has not been so 
good as usual; and parents and guardians should remember 
that they are liable to a fine if the children under their care 
do not attend school, three months in a year, unless they 
can give satisfactory reasons for their neglect to the Super- 
intending School Committee.® As the year does not end un- 
til September, nothing more need be said to those who are 
legally and morally responsible for the education. of their 
children. Our teachers, in the instruction and government 
of their schools, seem well to have sustained their past repu- 
tations and should be commended for their ability and suc- 
cess. ‘Teachers who have gained the confidence, sympathy 
and good will of their pupils, and have carefully observed 
and studied the natures and the influences that effect the for- 
mation of their characters must have greater success, in their 
work, than strangers of equal ability and education. In se- 
lecting and retaining teachers, the greatest care and_ insight 
Should be used. Te: achers should he selected, not only be:

cause they have the education and ability to imstruet and 
govern their schools, but also for the purity and excellence 
of their moral characters. The influence of a pure and noble 


life, in the school and in the home will not merely be seen in 


the conduct of the child, but. also in the eharacter of the 


community. When we are startled and shocked by the daily _ 
revelations, fraud, corruption, crime, and some men even 
speak lightly of merality, we should see that the children are — 


governed, guided and inspired, with the spirit of purity, 


righteousness and truth! In our schools some attention has — 


ais paid to drawing. music and elocution. These studies 
uot only interest and delight the children. but aid them in 


the development and cultivation of their minds. - ‘The love 


for the beautiful is a sentiment, that must make human life 
better and happier. Every picture in the dr awing book, 
every song sung at the opening and closing exercises, every 
gem of poetry that is learned and recited must have an in- 


fluence in awakening and cultivating the thoughts and feel-— 
ings of the child. The Centennial year should remind us of 


the high place, which the common school holds in the Amer- 
ican Republic. A government that gives a good education 
to every child within its borders, is doing the best thing that 
it can for its own growth, freedom and prosperity. While 
the ignorant are cheated and corrupted by unprincipled lead- 
ers. The intelligent citizens who will sell neither their votes, 
nor their manhood. can understand the principles, which will 
most truly promote the public welfare. In common with the 
whole country, we shouid begin the new century with new 
interest in the education of the people. It should be the 
settled policy of our national go®ernment to see that every 


ehild is wel. educated. The emigrants from Europe anc 


Asia, the freedmen of the South and the Indians of the west, 
will all give more strength, permanence and prosperity to 
our nation if they are educated in our schools. If we would 
seek the best interests of our town (the section of the coun- 
try left peculiarly to our eare) and give its people the intel- 
ligence and virtue, which belong to the truest. manhood we 
should support and encourage the riends of education.
